Developing the West 


Prohibition Laws Prove to be a Great 

Blessing to the Maaeea 

The public should be warned of tho 
misrepresentations and falsehoods 
publlsnod by the liquor Interest for 
the purpose of casting doubt upon tho 
value of prohibition of the liquor traf¬ 
fic. They are fighting a desperate 
roar guard fight in defence of what 
they consider their right to make easy 
money by the sale of what is now ac¬ 
knowledged the world over to be a 
very harmful drug. 

They teem to have a regular organ¬ 
isation of writers whose business It is 
to cast discredit upon prohibition or 
any other restraint of their business. 
Their principal assertion is that pro¬ 
hibition la a failure in some distant 
place. They glv* figures that seem fair 
that they decetvo many people who do 
not know tha facts F\r instance at 
one lima Prince Edward Island, our 
only province that baa prohibition, 
had more insane than any other pro- 
vinca For various reasons Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island has attracted a number 
of patients from outside the Island 
and they bold this up as proof that 
prohibition causes Insanity. Aa many 
Insane are Insane for life, It takes 
some years of prohibition before much 
reduction Is seen, but drunkenness 
and crime show a marked reduction 
almost Immediately. 

They are careful not to tell that 
some wet provinces have nearly for¬ 
ty times as much crime as our only 
dry province, yet the Last census re¬ 
port shows that to be the (act. In 
fact, drunkenness and crime are al¬ 
most absent In Prince Edward Island, 
the statistics showing only LI per 
ten thousand population. 

They used to give figures to show 
that certain ettlea In the atate of 
Maine has aa much drunkeanees as 
before prohibition, but they carefully 
concealed the fact that these were 
Attlee that refused to close the saloons 
They did the same thing about Kan¬ 
sas They now point to the State of 
Kansas as having aa many prisoners 
In penitentiary as license stales 
have. They do not tell that In Ksusas 
there Is a very large federal peniten¬ 
tiary to which prisoners ere sent from 
all over the United States and that 
there has not been a Kansan in It for 
years. There Is a state penitentiary 
in Kansas, the governor of which de¬ 
clare# that prohibition baa been a 
great success. 

Borne times they resort to absolute 
falsehoods trusting that few will know I 
the truth. Thus recently they wrote 
that Nova 8cotla. which Is half prohl 
bltlon. had more drunkenness and 
more arrests for drunkenness than 
any other province. The latest statis¬ 
tics show that Nova Scotia had only 
B.O per thousand population, while 
British Columbia bad 21.3 and when 
Nova Scotia had 14 8 convktlons for 
crime per ten thousand British Co¬ 
lumbia had 42 S

Has Our School System Reached tho 
Highest Point ef Efficiency 

la there not too much truth la tho 
following editorial remarks In tho 
Toronto News, on the eduoaUon 
children now receive at publlo 
schools? 

“Three questions were written on 
the blackboard at Macdonald Insti¬ 
tute on a recent morning, and tho 
21 gtrla of the class wart required 
to write down their answers and 
band them in. The first question 
named 17 famous books or poemo 
and required the iiames of tho 
authors. Tha sacond asked for a 
short description and location ot 
Sudbury, Prince Rupert, Esqulmault 
Louvain, Gallipoli and Lemberg Tho 
third read as follows: Name tho 
premiers of any six of the province* 
of Canada. 

'“The average value of the answers 
was SO per cent for the first. 21 per 
cent for the second, and almost 
nothtng for the third. No one knew 
the position of Louvain or GellipolL 
One young woman eald that Louvain 
was a town In France where e battlo 
was fought recently. Another placed 
Gallipoli off the coast of Scotland, 
where a German submarine bas» 
bad been discovered. Concerning 
the premiere, everyone waa on a 
level with slater. Sir Sam Hughes 
was named as the premier of tbs 
United States. 

“The young women In thle clast 
were between the ages of 18 and 36. 
Some of them had Junior matricula¬ 
tion. All had passed examinations 
for entrance to the high school. The 
first cry from most of those who 
read thle will be: ‘What la the mat¬ 
ter with the education department 
and the schools Its supervises? 1 It 
Is the belief of the public that the 
ignorance of any person In the prov¬ 
ince Is directly traceable to tho 
school That Is not always the case. 
Three-quarters of the education a 
boy receives comes from bis home. 
In the home he must acquire a 
taste for reading and a love for 
knowledge. He must have tbe stim¬ 
ulus of a wise father or mother or 
sister. If he goes to school Indiffer¬ 
ent or careless he will learn by note 
certain mechanical operations for 
calculating purpose*. He will learn 
to read haltingly. He will hat* 
grammar, composition, literature and 
geography, and a* the first oppor¬ 
tunity will leave school and go to 
work. Not always, of course! He 
may have a genius for his teacher 
Then the results may be different. 

"As for girls, their environment 
may be one of dress, “movies” and 
beaux. No one can expect an un¬ 
used mind to display any high de¬ 
gree of polish, and how many people 
there are who never think, no 
tongue can tell. Satirists say that 
the average woman has only three 
topfea of conversation: Her serving 
maid, the children and how she ex¬ 
pects to have her next gown mads. 
.She never reads a newspaper, ac 
least aha rarely gets past the wo¬ 
man’s page. She does not know 
anything about national politics and 
does not trouble to find out The only 
difference between her end her hus¬ 
band la that business necessities 
have forced him to learn some things, 
and that he pretends to know all tho 
rest. The school has not helped these 
people. How can it help their chi.d- 
ren?“

By courtesy of Ui« French govern 
meat *nd military authorities a amail 
britiah deputation recently visited 
the devastated areas oi krauce Huai 
v naioii* sur-oiarne to too Vosges on 
behalf of tne agricultural re..of o! 
allies committee loimed under the 
patronage of the king in connection 
with the Royal Agricultural society. 

The deputation consisted of Mr. 
Samuel Radnor, chairman of the 
Farmers’ Club. Mr. Colin Campbell, 
president of the National farmers 
Union, Mr. C. J. B Macdonald, and 
ineir mission waa to investigate the 
condition of tn* areas overrun by 
the enemy witn a view to aiding in 
the replenishment or the denuded 
regions in plants, implements, mach¬ 
inery. live stock, end (owls. 

.he committee have already sup¬ 
plemented to advantage the efforts 
of the French government to repair 
the damage ao tar as the production 
of human and animal food to con¬ 
cerned. 

'ins funds voluntarily placed at 
their disposal enabled them to send 
to Prance considerable numbers of 
moweis and binders In time for the 
hsy and corn harvests, and aubae- 
quently contributions have been sent 
in the form of threshing machinery, 
ploughs, cultlvatois harrows, aud 
drills, as well aa drafts of rams and 
boars to be distributed In the various 
communes. 

These gifts were followed by ship¬ 
ments of seed wheat, and this month 
poultry and rabbits will be despsu li¬ 
ed to restock the emptied poultry 
yards and rabbit butenes. 

Tbe deputation will shortly pre¬ 
sent to the committee a report em¬ 
bodying the results of their Inquiries 
with suggestions as to the means by 
which effective aid can be rendered.

Damaged Wheat For Feed 

In most cases It to Inadvisable to 
feed damaged grain to poultry. There 

are, however, exceptions to ever/ 
rule. Whoat that has been mow- 
burnt wUJ not chase any trouble when 
fed to fowls and can usually be ob¬ 
tained al a low price. Weevil-Infest¬ 
ed grain also <Bn be fed wltuout 
trouble. If tfierJ are no objections to 
introducing Lhe Srcevll into the gran- 

arf. 

Wheat that has sprouted tn tha 
shock from excessive rains Is usuai.y 
dangerous to feed on account of the 
liability of its being moldy 

If such wheat can be obtained free 
from mold there to, of course, no ob¬ 
jection to feeding 1L Care must be 
taken that none of the grain is moldy, 
for mold even (n small quantities will 
cause no end of disorders Fanning 
moldy wheat may remove enough of 
the mold to make It look good, but 
your nose will tall the story. Don’t 
use moldy grain under any circum¬ 
stances. Small chicks should never 
be fed anything but tbe very but 
wheat, aa they are much more easily 
upset than grown birds.

tinguishing badgi for munition work¬ 
ers rejected applicants for enlistment 
and others who may be employed on 
war works.

From Antwerp to Bagdad had been 
In their minds, and IX they could not 
fet Antwerp, from Hamburg to Bag¬ 
dad would be just as good. If they 
could force these small Balkan coun¬ 
tries and the Turkish emplrs Into 
this Customs Union they would bo 
Able to force Auatrla also. 

Tbe speaker said he did not think 
the Germans would risk any of their 
Pomeranian Grenadiers If there wero 
any Turks whom they could send to 
drive us out of Gallipoli. They 
would leave us to enjoy the sand and 
iliaa.

He expressed ppredallon of Can¬ 
ada's decision to make advances to 
England, and promised that all such 
loana would be repaid soon after the 
close of the conflict

On his way out 
to Palestine Blr James fell, fighting 
against the Moors in Spain, and aa 
he fell he threw the precious relic be¬ 
fore him In the battlefield, crying out, 
“Now pass onward aa thou were wont 
and Douglas will follow thee or die." 
The heart was found next day by Sir 
Simon Llgb, who brought It back to 
Scotland, where U waa burled in the 
monastery of Melrose.—London 
Chronicle.

Aid Given by Germany's Allies la 
Discounted in Berlin 

The following la one of a aeries of 
articles from lha pen of a neutral 
writer who*e ayaiaptuies are atrongly 
with the allies. He has had whai is 
probably a unique experience In ths 
war xoue. and in travelling to neutral 
countries. In the last twelva monius 
ha baa vialted Belgium, Germany, 
France, Holland. Italy, Greece. Aus¬ 
tria and Hungary, Russia, tiwedun. 
Norway, Great Britain—and soma of 
mass countries more than once. 

Germany's injustice to Auatrla and < 
Hungary is a subject not sufficiently j 
understood In enemy or neutral coun¬ 
tries. 1 have constantly hoard It sug¬ 
gested that Germany, with her popula¬ 
tion of 87 mli'lons. la greatly to be ad¬ 
miral for her power In lighting ao 
many enemies. 8ucb a statement does 
a gross Injustice to Austria and Hun¬ 
gary It has always been the fashion 
to despise Austria aa a fighting force 
and to regard Hungary morn Horn the 
point of view of music than militar¬ 
ism, but. owing to constant prodding 
from Berlin, both Austria and Hun-' 
gary were wonderfully equipped for 
war from the outset, and are calling 
up every available man. 

One baa heard no stories of Aus¬ 
trian or Hungarian lack of shells, and 
1 have been assured by those in a pos¬ 
ition to know that Austria has never 
been short of ammunition alnce the 
war began, despite her immense ex¬ 
penditure of It 

Tbe Austrian losses and those of 
Hungary, when I It-ft Germany, had 
been altogether out of proportion to 
those of the Germans. The German 
losses are, of course, greater than 
those In the published lists, for close 
examination of tpe shews will show 
that casualties are sometimes with¬ 
held either by design or through diffi¬ 
culty of oollectlon for months. In 
one of the moat recant lists 1 found 
iom« casualties nearly a year old. 
though not many. The Austrian cas¬ 
ualty lists are in an altogether choatlc 
corn., lion. 

One does not need the publication 
of any such figures to know that 
Vienna and Budapest are In mourning 
to a degree unprecedented In the his¬ 
tory of war. The absence of much 
display of mourning la misleading. 
One found out the truth by conversa¬ 
tion with Amer.rana In Vleona or 
Englishmen In Budapest, to whom, by 
the way, tbe Hungarians behave well, 
and. who. at tho time of my leaving, 
were not molested or even Interned. 

Tbe Hungarians wars at tba outset 
astounded to find themselves at war 
with England; they had never calcu¬ 
lated upon such -n eventuality. But 
for the strenuous efforts of Count 
Tlsxo 1 doubt whether they would 
have taken the vigorous part In lha 
struggle lh*y bava 

It la admitted by Germans, who al¬ 
ways sneer at the Austrians, that the 
.uu;r«riaus havo fcqght magnificent¬ 
ly. Moat of thei* flghang—though not 
all—baa been against the Russians— 
their hereditary enemies. It would not 
have been wise to have brought them 
against the English, or the French.

Spy Methods 

Tha manner In which a spy is 
trained tor his "profession" In tha 
special" university extension col¬ 
leges in Germany established for that 
purpose la grapnicaliy described in 
tne Matin oi Pans. 

On* of tbe most flourishing of 
the»e colleges, it la declared, la that 
of Lorracb, In Baden. The recruit¬ 
ment of pupua la carried on aa fol¬ 
lows; Advertisements akifuhy In¬ 
serted In the lists of situations va¬ 
cant appear in the newspapers. 

Usually they are worded to this 
effect: ^Highly remunerative situa¬ 
tion offered to a person of trust bas¬ 
ing a good knowledge of French, 
English or Russian." 

On being provisionally accepted, 
the candidate for employment la at 
once drafted into the “university." 
Thera a certain "berr doctor" lakes 
him in hand and Instructs him In the 
high science of depriving foreign na 
lions of their military secrets. 

At the end cf a course which 
varies In length according to their 
ability, pupils are given a diploma 
testifying to their Illness for their of¬ 
ficial functions, and shortly after¬ 
warda tbey emerge from their chry¬ 
salis state as full fledged function¬ 
aries figuring on the salary list of 
the empire. 

The “university** of Lorrach la a 
mixed Institution where women large¬ 
ly outnumber tbe men. Th* Ger¬ 
mans have always had recourse as 
much as possible to women as being 
more adroit or leas liable to suspicion 
in the exercise of their delicate oper¬ 
ation*. 

Ths teacbtnc imparted la at once 
theoretical and practical. In tbe first | 
place, illustrated charts or water color f 
pictures are exhibited to th* pupils, 
representing, down to the most min¬ 
ute details, the uniforms of tha 
French. Russian and British armies. 

Subsequently they ar# shown photo¬ 
graphs of rifles, machne guns, sheila, 
etc. In due time they are Instructed 
in tha Internal military organisation 
of the country where they are destin¬ 
ed to operate—In Its effective, tbe 
composition of Its garrisons, and the 
nature of Ita fortified places. 

Technical experts then explain to 
them the strategic utilisation of rail¬ 
ways, the importance for purposes of 
mobilisation of the various railway 
stations, and other subjects of a 
similar nature. They are further In¬ 
structed as to tha means of noting 
with discretion and rapidity the In¬ 
formation obtained. 

One of these means, among scores 
of others, la the following. A spy 
passing through a town In France or 
England observes the presence there 
of four regiments of infantry, two of 
cavalry and one of artillery. 

All the spy haa to do Is to under 
line on a page of bis railway guide 
the name of the town, after which 
be affixes a small prearranged sign 
beneath or at the side of the num¬ 
bers 4, 2 and 1 appearing on the same 
paga

Thousands of Saskatchewan child 
ren are not within reach of school. 
Thin has alwsya bean the esse but 
the people are no longsr content mere¬ 
ly to fold their hands sod lament 1L 
Practical suggestions are commencing 
to bo forthcoming for remedying the 
evil. There la no dlffsronce of opin¬ 
ion as to the fact that It la Just as 
Important to these children and to the 
•late that they should bo educated as 
that any other children should. In* 
deed. In tomi ways It la moro Im¬ 
portant. for the lack of school facili¬ 
ties la already helping to drain many 
rural districts of aoma of their beat 
| cltlaens. 

in soma la cal I ties it la proposed to 
meet the case by transporting those 
children nt public expense to the near¬ 
est available school Where this la 
Impracticable, many people declare 
that the state should help provide for 
the educational needs of the children 
through boarding schools. 

Others again are advocating what 
tbay call perambulating achoola. 
Somebody has nicknamed these pro¬ 
posed Institutions, “Cook cars with a 
College Education.** Buck a school 
on i heels would be made Just largs 
enough to seat ten pupils, as when 
more than that many children are to 
be found In a community, n regular 
school may be established. It would 
be possible to employ the services of 
a thoroughly experienced and trained 
teacher as he would have continuous 
employment, and would be able to live 
In tbo car If be so desired. Tbs “per 
ambulating school" would be moved 
by horsepower or a traction engine 
from place to place on fringe of set¬ 
tlement where ordinary schools do not 
yst iklsL it would remain in each 
community say three months, or long¬ 
er if the settlers were ready for the 
expense. The cost would be vary lit-

Beef Raising in Canada

Bulletin Issued by the Live Stock 
Branch of Interest to Stock 
Raise re 

There has been issued at Ottawa 
a new edition of Bulletin No. 13 of 
the Live Block Branch, “Beef Raising 
m Canada.'* It is available on appli¬ 
cation to the Publications branch of 
the Department of Agriculture. Up¬ 
ward* of one hundred pages, and near¬ 
ly as many half-tone Illustrations, 
conveying valuable Information are 
given- Among tho coo.rlbutoi* are 
many if the best informed sad mo*: 
experienced beef raisers and experi¬ 
menters in Canada. 

A section Is devoted to descrip¬ 
tive accounts of the various breeds 
of beef cattle raised In this country, 
while practical Information on breed¬ 
ing. raising, housing, and marketing 
Is also contained. 

In dealing with the finished steer 
It la rightly remarked that to succeed 
the requirements of the purchaser 
must be complied with. The stand¬ 
ard of ths beef market has changed 
greatly In recent years. Ths bullock 
that commands the highest price is 
a compact, well finished animal 
weighing not more than 1,600 lbs. on 
foot and If be weighs only 1,200 lbs. 
he will fetch the top price, provided 
he has the form, quality and finish. 
Even the thousand pound “baby beef** 
la looked for by .the best buyers on 
this side of the Atlantic, but such 
cattle' art not shipped abroad. Tbo 
change Is greatly tc the advantage of 
the producer, as other things being 
equal, the yoanger the animal goes to 
market, the less la the cost of*food 
and the greater the profit to the pro¬ 
ducer. To secure delicate flavor and 
tenderness a certain proportion of fat 
Is necessary and thin should be incor¬ 
porated with the flesh or lean meat 
rather than appear only as e covering 
to the mueclee. The greet secret la 
producing a carcass of beef Is to treat 
on animal In such a way that the fat 
grows with It during the entire period 
of Its life time, it Is unfortunately 
the too common practice of Ceoadlaa 
beef raisers to produce all the fat 
that an animal carries In the course 
of a few months. Much of the fat put 
on In this way Is deposited on the out¬ 
side of the farenas; It Is largely 
wasted, as It Is useful for little else 
than tallow. The carcass that dresses 
out showing specks sod streaks of 
fat throughout the lean tissue com¬ 
mands the highest price The only 
way to be sure of prime quality la to 
maintain the animal In good condition 
by n system of liberal feeding from 
birth to maturity. Then the finishing 
pe.lod Is comparatively short, and tho 
carcass produces the highly desirable 
marbled beef.

For Agricultural Instruction 


Important Educational Matters Dis¬ 
cussed by Prominent Saskatche¬ 
wan Educations lists 

At a meeting of the Baakalchewan 
Agricultural instruction Committee 
held In the offlee of the deputy min¬ 
ister of education, much was uone 
wulch wUl have a far-reaching effect 
on the educational system of the fut¬ 
ure. 

There were present at the meeting 
A. H. Ball, deputy minister of educa¬ 
tion; W. J- Rutherford, dean of the 
College of Agriculture; 8. E. Green 
wny, director of extension work. Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan; J. A. Snell, 
principal of the Normal School. Sas¬ 
katoon; P. U. Auld, acting deputy 
minister of agriculture, and the direc¬ 
tors of school agriculture. A. W. 
Cocks and F. W. Bates. 

After a lengthy discussion on the 
subject of rural high schools, the di¬ 
rectors were asked to prepare a draft 
of a recommendation to the depart¬ 
ment of education, and to submit It 
for further consideration at the next 
meeting. 

The question of Itinerant teachers 
of agriculture for high schools and 
collegiate Institutes was considered, 
and It was decided to outline n policy | 
In this connection for action In 1916- 
1917. 

As a result of a report brought In 
by the direcotra of school agriculture 
on school garden associations and 
school fairs, the department of edu¬ 
cation was recommended to BM0B&. 
age the organisation of “Rural gftnn- 
lion Associations" throughout the pro¬ 
vince, the object of these sssocatlons 
to be the promotion of agricultural 
education In the schools, the creating 
of public Interest In the educational 
value >of school gardening, domestic 
science, manual training, the organi¬ 
zation of boys' and girls' clubs, echrol 
fairs, and social service work gener¬ 
ally. 

With regard to tbs short courses to 
be held st the University during the 
summer. It was recommended that the 
courses should extend over n longer 
period, that more practical work 
should be Included, and that similar 
courses given In other provinces 
should be recognised as equivalent 
qualifications for the diploma. The 
following teachers who successfully 
completed these courses In 1914-1916 
were recommended to recslve the di¬ 
ploma: Alex M. Brown, Ids M Ors 
ham, Oswald RmU Gran urn. Aiks 
Louisa Monk. Ernest Pike, Lawrence 
Abel Ratbwell It Is understood that 
these diplomas will be Issued by the 
department In the near future. 

The qualifications of teachers of ag¬ 
riculture in the high schools and col¬ 
legiate institutes was another matter 
nnder consideration. In view of the 1 
broad nature of the course leading to] 
the degree of B.8.A. st the University | 
of Saskatchewan, a recommendation 
was forwarded to the department of 1 
education to the effect that this de¬ 
gree be recognised as equivalent to 
the degree In arta of any Canadian or 
Rrltlah university as qualification for 
teachers' certificates. Should ths de¬ 
partment decide to adopt a further 
suggestion of this committee, agricul¬ 
ture or household science will he 
made compulsory as a subject of ex¬ 
amination for the second class teach¬ 
ers' diploma In 1917. In connection 
with teachers' permanent certificates 
the committee suggested that after 
1917 no permanent certificates be Is¬ 
sued until satisfactory reports from

Armenian and bynsn Hello/ 

Th* letter, which was made public 
by pr. Dutton, la a vigorous denunci¬ 
ation of tha U.S. policy in tha present 
war. Colonel Roosevelt says that 
“aa long aa this government pro¬ 
ceeds, whether as regards Mexico or 
as regards Germany, whether as re¬ 
gards the European wnr or aa regards 
Belgium, on the principles of the 
peace-at-any price man, of the pro¬ 
fessional pacificist, just so long will It 
ha *a absolutely Ineffective for inter¬ 
national rigbieousueas as China It¬ 
self/' All of the “terrible iniquities'' 
of the last sixteen mouths can be 
traced, says Colonel Roosevelt, to the 
initial wrong of which Belgium Is the 
victim, ana the “criminal responal- 
blllty of Gertuany must be shared b) 
the neutral powers, headed by tha 
United States.’* 

Th# Colonel says: “Wo have re¬ 
fused to do our duty by Belgium, we 
refuse to do our gnly by Armenia, be¬ 
cause wa have defied peace si any 
price, because we have preached aad 
practised that evil pacificism which la 
tbs complement to and th* encourage¬ 
ment of alien militarism. Such 
pacificism puts peace above righteous 
ness, safety In the present above both 
duty in th* present and safety In the 
future. 

All of the terrible iniquities of the 
Inst year and n bait. Including this 
crowning iniquity of the wholesale 
■laughter of the Armenians, can be 
traced directly to the initial wrong 
committed on Belgium by her Inva¬ 
sion and subjugation; and the crim¬ 
inal responsibility of Germany must 
be shared by the neutral powers, 
beaded by tha United States for thalr 
tellurs to protest whan this Initial 
wrong was committed. 

"For all of this tha pacificists who 
dare not speak for righteousness, and 
who possess such an unpleasant and 
evil prominence In tha United States, 
must share the responsibility with 
the most brutal type of militarists

As casualties occurred among 
the battery and transport horse* re¬ 
inforcements were rushed through 
the storm of bursting sheila to take 
thalr place* Although our guns 
were within three hundred yard* of 
the enemy there never waa a waggon 
or gun lost Cases of horsea with tea 
bullet* In them have been known to 
report complete recovery within • 
venr few weeks. In fact, some wound¬ 
ed horses have bean back to the lit# 
within a week.
